R OBSERVERS: 
W'MASTERS HONORED 


Members of the aircraft warn- 
ing service are to continue on an 
“alert” basis with a “drill team” 
ready to respond at any time any 
hour of the day, according to the 
instructions presented by Chief 
Observer Harvey McMasters at 
an observers’ meeting in the Up- 
land junior high school auditor- 
ium last night. 

Rather than just an ordinary 
meeting, the gathering was more 
of a rally, because at 6 p.m. to- 
morrow the observation building 
will be closed and the 24-hour 
look-out schedule will be cancel- 
led. This was the first—and per- 
haps last—meeting of the observ- 
ers aS a group. 

MAY SERVE AGAIN 

Mr. McMasters explained that 
he or his assistants will be noti- 
fied of an approaching danger 
and the observers who have vol- 
unteered to respond instantan- 
eously will be summoned to the 
post for duty. 

In recognition of his outstand- 
ing service in directing the ob- 
servation program and of his 
faithfulness and ability, Mr. Mc- 
Masters was presented a life-time 
fountain pen by his fellow-observ- 
ers. The presentation was made 
by Owen E. Atwood. Spontan- 
eously, Bert Hendy, also sincere- 
ly expressed the appreciation of 
the group and of the community 
to Mr. McMasters for handling 
the difficult war-time role. 

Throughout the informal meet- 
ing and previous to the surprise 
presentation of the award to him, 
Mr. McMasters spoke of the fine 
cooperation, he had received and 
of the many happy experiences 
during the observation service 
which began immediately after 
the Pearl Harbor attack. 

The assistant observers are 
Walter Gear and John T. Belcher. 
In charge of the women observ- 
ers at the outset of the program 
‘was Mrs. Esther Gray. Recently 
Mrs. Kendle Hill and Mrs. Beech- 
er Hungerford have assumed this 
responsibility.

Next week will be “Ration 
Book Week” for all local resi- | 
dents—and school teachers. 

Beginning Wednesday at 2 
p.-m., ration book No. 4 will be 
issued to all qualified applicants 
at the three local elemeftary 
schools. : 

Elementary school house on 
Fifth avenue and Arrow high- 
way. 

Sierra Vista school house " on 
Campus avenue north of Foothill 
boulevard. 

Kighteenth Street school house 
on Highteenth street. 

Hours of service at each school 
will be from 2 p.m to 8 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. 

One of the “musts” to obtain 
book No. 4 for each member of 
the family is to present book No. 
3 for each member of the fam- 
ily. In the simple ‘procedure, the 
applicant will fill out the appli- 
cation blanks for each member 
of the family and present these 
with books No. 3. The new books 
will be issued immediately.

CITY FORTUNATE IN 
HAVING NEWCOMERS 


“Upland is fortunate to welcome 
to its community such fine people 
as are moving into Los Olivos,” 
was the comment made this morn- 
ing at the office of the Upland 
Housing Authority, in explain- 
ing that by the end of the week 
60 percent of the dwellings will 
be occupied. 

“Most of the families have 
owned their own homes in the 
east,” says Mrs, Douglas Black, 
of the housing authority, who 
has interviewed all the tenants. 
“Many have held responsible posi- 
tions in their own communities,” 
she continued. For instance, two 
of the tenants have mentioned in 
the course of coversations that 
they had served as_ frustees of 
their school boards in their home 
cities. Wives of several of the 
families held top secretarial posi- 








tions before their marriage. Also 
several of the women hold teach- 
ing credentials. The new families 
are eager to enter into Upland 
community life and become a 


after-school | permanent part of the town.” 


“We have or will have. living 
at Los Olivos some of the highest 
skilled workers employed at the 
nearby Kaiser steel mill. Having 
no knowledge of the operation of 
a steel plant, we here in Upland, 
fail to appreciate the fact that in 
most cases workers have spent 
years developing the high skills 
which are necessary to enable 
them to turn out the steel pro- 
ducts at Fontana. Inexperienced 
workers could not be trusted with 
the highly complicated task of 
working with tons of molten 
metal. 

Hence the great expense and 
effort that Kaiser has gone to, to 
induce these workers to leave 
their comfortable homes and es- 
tablisehed» places in their eastern 
communities to come west.’ Mrs. 
Black continued.
